“Around Rheims the position is still 
somewhat obscure, Probably the Ger- 
mans have already entered Rheims. 

“The French reported yesterday 
that the Allied line had retired to 
the south of the canal near Rheims, 
but this morning there was newes 
that the British were resisting north 
of the city. The new development is 
that the German attempt is extending 
the attack cast of Rheims, where they 
were reported attacking last night. 
No further details have yet been re- 
ceived, 

“The Germans have thrown in every 
resource in an effort to widen the 
salient in which they find themselves 
by attacking its flanks, but on the 
heights to the west of Soissons the 
french are resisting well, while the 
British are making a stand south and 
southwest of Rheims. These efforts 
thus far have held the German salient 
to a narrow width. 

“The situation is very anxious, not 
only because the Germans have made 
such rapid progress—an advance of 
26 miles in four days—but also be- 
cause they still have such large re- 
serves available to be thrown in at 
any point. The Germans’ big attack 
began May 27 with about 30 divisions 
on a front of 35 miles from Bermeri- 
court to Leuilly. This front was held

OTTAWA, May 31,—Land regula- 
tions under the Soldier Settlement act 
for the granting of free entries on 
Dominion lands are now being placed 
in the hands of the various agents of 
Dominion lands in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and the Peace river 
block in British Columbia. The regu- 
lations will come into force on July 
2, next, Men returned from overseas 
who come under the Soldier Settlement 
act, will be able under these regula- 
tlons to secure, in addition to their 
ordinary homestead rights, a soldier 
grant of 160 acres. The settlement 
duties of a soldier grant are substan-

Conference of a Department of Fi- 
nance to which should be assigned the 
following branches of the church's 
business: Supsrannuation fund, prop-| 
erty and loan department, insurance | 
department, supernumerary fund and 
department of systematic beneficence. 

A Distinct Department 

The report, the adoption of which 
was moved by A. B. Cushing, Calgary, 
and seconded by F. C. Adams, Cal- 
gary, stated: 

“That in the opinion of this conference 
the time has now arrived when legislation 
is essential and the organization of the 
church and the discipline thereunder, 
should be amended so as to provide for the 
following : 

(a) The creation and organization of 
the business and financial side of the 
church's operations as a separate and dis- 
tinct department with a competent officer 
at the head thereof, qualified therefor by 
his experience in financial and business 
matters, which department might properly 
be termed ‘The Department of Finance.’ 

(b) That to this general department 
should be assigned the management of the 
following branches of the church’s business 
amongst others: Superannuation fund, | 
property and loan department, insurance 
department, supernumerary fund, depart- 
ment of systematic beneficence. 

Outline of Scheme 
Under the heading of ‘superannuation

The army origirally came into being 
asa result of pressure ‘brought to bear 
upon the Fren+h government by Pol- 
ish representstives, who, realizing 
that their native land lay under Prus- 
sian sway, wished to establish them- 
selves elsewhere. As a consequence, 
the president of France issued a de- 
cree on June 4, 1917, authorizing the 
formation of a Polish army, and rec- 
ognizing the central committee in 
Paris ag the “National Governinent.” 
This central body has sinca received 
the recognition of Great Britain and 
the United States, and will no doubt 
speak for Poland when the war is 
over.

‘‘Have You Got the Proof? 

Beginning today, every man 
in Canada belongs to class 
one unless he carries about with 
him documentary evidence to 
prove the contrary. If found 
without such proof of exemption 
he is liable to be taken into custo- 
dy by the military authorities. If 
taken into custody he is to be 
treated as a deserter, may be fin- 
ed and imprisoned, and put on 
service in the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force. He cannot be re- 
the military au- 
thorities are forbidden to hold an 
inquiry into ‘the facts, and he can- 
not be released or turned over to 
the civil authorities for trial with- 
out an order from the Minister of 
Militia. Such, at least, is what 
the order-in-council says. As 
every man, regardless of age, na- 
tionality, circumstances or occu- 
pation, is liable to be taken into 
custody unless armed with pro- 
tecting evidence that he does not 
belong to Class One, it is import- 
ant to know just what sort of evi- 
dence will be accepted as proving 
this. The order-in-council enum- 
erates as follows the grounds upon 
which immunity may be claimed, 
and the proof which will be ac- 
cepted as sufficient:

Berlin’s faith in the BADE: boat 
is broken.

Rounding Up Russia. 

The Bolsheviki have addressed | 
a note to China whose tone very 
strongly suggests an intention to 
stir up war in that quarter. China 
being one of the Allies, German 
influence in Russia is no doubt} 
behind the moyement—or will be. 
Japan, for reasons of its own, 
would be bound to side with Chi- 
na, and the Bolsheviki could not | 
hope to fight Japan without Ger- | 
man help, A war with China is 
therefore a possible way to bring 
about an alignment of Russia with 
the Central Powers, originally and 
nominally against China and Ja- 
pan, but really and eventually 
against the Ailies as a whole. Inde- 
cision and inaction on the part of 
the Allies have not, as was hoped, 
won the Russian people to any 
discoverable and active sympathy 
with our cause, On the contrary, 
they are being herded into the 
enemy’s camp by every means in 
sight. 


Inefficiency To Blame? 

A London dispatch notes that 
“Criticisms are beginning to be 
‘‘heard whether the Allies air su- 
‘‘premacy was employed to the 
‘‘hest advantage, since the Ger- 
‘*mans have been able for a sec- 
‘fond time to assemble huge forces | 
“for a surprise attack on a thinly 
‘held section of the Allied lines.”’

(e) if it be claimed that he is except- 
ed as a member of the clergy, or of 
any recognized order of an exclus- 
ively religious character, or as a 
minister of a religious denomina- 
tion existing in 
August, 1917, or as being a mem- 
ber of any other society or body, a 
certificate of the fact signed by an 
office-holder competent so to certl- 
fy under the regulations of the 
church, order or denomination, so- 
ciety or body, to which he belongs; 
or 


(f) if it be claimed that he is exempt- | 


ed from or not liable to military 
service by reason of any exemption 
granted or claimed or application 
pending under the Military Service 
Act, 1917, or the regulations there- 
under, his exemption papers, or a 
certificate of the registrar or depu.

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Fresh air is one of the things nec- 
essary for good health and every} 
sleeping room should have a window 
that can be opened. 

With a home-made ventilator like! 
the one we are going to make, the| 
bed-room window can be opened ad-| 
mitting plenty of fresh aid and at the 
same time barring the summer pests. 
This ventilrtor has other advantages, 
by setting the cloth frame in place the 
window caii be left open in the winter. | 

Snow cannot drift through the 
cheesecloth and cold drafts will be 
checked from blowing dérect!y on the | 
sleeper. In the suiminer time it is not! 
necessary to close the window during | 
arain or wind storm, causing the} 
room to become close and stuffy be- 
cause the rain and dust will not blow 
through the cloth frame. 

Measure the window for which the 
ventilator is intended and make out a 
bill of stock; for the frames. 

Plane pieces A, B, and C 
frames to size and fasten together 
with 8d finishing nails, One-half inch 
corrugated pieces might be used also 


for the 


if you have them although the nails 
will hold very well. 

The construction can be figured 
from the front view drawing at the 
lower left, showing one-half of the 
ventilator completed, 

ie the nails deep and do not forget 
to fill 
painting. 

Make the moulding D and E of any 
scrap material, fit in place and brad 
with one-inch brads but do not drive 
the brads way in as the moulding} 
must be removed after it is fitted for 
painting. The ends of the moulding 
should be sawed in the mitre box des- 
cribed in a previous article. 

Fit the hinges by setting in half 
way on each frame, use a sharp chigel 
and pocket knife for this work. Two 
by three-quarter-inch butts make a 
good size for this job, The butt must} 
be fastened so the pin shows on the 
opposite side from the wire cloth, 

Cut four pieces of heavy gauge tin 
or other soft metal and with a prick 
punch or nail make a hole at the 
centre. These pieces are fastened to 


the holes with putty before}

After the frames are thor- 
oughly dried, tack wire cloth on the 
two large frames with two ounce 
tacks. A pair of pliers may be used 
to stretch the wire. Brad the mould- 
ing to the frames covering the edges 
of the wire cloth. 


On the small frames tack a piece 
of cheese cloth using the same size 
tacks and turning the edges, giving a 
Untshed appearance. 

To put in place in the window frame 
vaise the lower sash a greater distance 
than the height of the frame. Close 
ventilator to about 135 degrees, place 
the ends of the ventilator, between the 
window stops, open ventilator to 180 
degrees and let the sash down till it 
rests on top of the ventilator.

HOSPITALS ARE 
AGAIN BOMBED 


BY HUN FLIERS | 


Medical Workers and Patients 
Are Killed in Big British 
Hospital 


With the British Army in France, 
May 31.—(By the Associated Press) 
—Another big British hospital was 
bombed by Geman airmen early yes- 
terday morning and once more many 
medical workers and some patients 
were killed or wounded. 

The hospita! caught fire after a 
large eection of the building had been 
demolished by a bomb. A few women 
nutses were among the slain and their 
bodies together with those of a con- 
siderable number more of the person- 
nel and patieits are buried in the 
ruine, according to the latest reports. 

Atracricans Suffer Also. 

With the American Army in France, 
May 80.—German airmen made a pre- 
tentious raid on the area behind the 
Ameftean linea In Picardy last night. 
Bumbs were dropped on all sides of 
one of the la-gest hospitals in a 
town many miks to the rear of the 
front. American and French wound- 
ed soldiers were carried to cellars an-l 
caves by American nurses and mem- 
bers of the American Red Cross. 

Three Amorican ambulances were 
caught in the raid. The sergeant 
who was driving the first ambulance 
sali: “Our three ambulances were 
hurrying to hospitals with patients 
when @ bomb wrecked a building di- 
rectly in front of us, in a narrow 
street. Our ambulance was perforated 
by flying missiles. We wore all hurled 
out, but escaped with a few scratches.” 

The second car apparently received 
the full force cf the explosion and 
was wrecked oompletely. 


|GERMANS PREPARE 


FOR SLOWING DOWN 


London, Muay 81.—Telegrams from 
Amsteddam indicate that the enemy 
is preparing the German public in ad- 
vance for the ¢lowing down which 
weems to have ccourred today. 

Miltary writers, generally supposed 
to be in direct touch with the Ger- 
man high comiand, suggest that 
counter measures which Foch will un- 
dertako will, In the next few days, 
slow down, if not bring to a stand- 
atull, the German advance, They sug- 
gest that a new offensive must be 
looked for an another part of tho 
front. 

Paris, May 31.—Numeroue refugees 
from Solssons, Rheims, Chateau- 
Thierry (on the Marne), and other 
points, arrived in Paris during the 
night and were sent onward toward 
the centre of Fiance. They had been 
ordered to evacuate thelr homes and 
be carried on motor trucks to the 
nearest railway. 


London, May 31.—Activity by the 
German artillery in the Villere-Bre- 
tonneux sector, cast of Amiens, and 
in the Albert region to the north, is 
reported today by the war office.

Billing, member parliament for 
East Hertfordshi: ana publisher of 
the newspaper Vigilante, opening his 
defense in his trial in the Bow street 
police court today on the charge of 
libelling Maude Allen, dancer, and J. 
T. Grein, manager of the Independent 
theatre. He called Mrs. Villiers 
Stewart to prove the existence of a 
book which Pemberton-Billing said 
had been prepared by German secret 
agents, containing the names of 47,000 
British persons, said to be addicted to 
vice, and held in bondage to Germany 
through fear of exposure. 

Captain Spencer and Mrs. Stewart 
both said they had been threatened, 
the former after he had communicated 
the fact to the authorities, and Mr. 
Temberton-Billing asked the judge for 
protection for himaelf and his wit- 
cesses, The judge referred him to the 
chief commissioner of police.

Man Who Wrote Article 
Continuing his testimony, Captain 
| Spencer, who was a member of the 


International Gendarmiere in Albania, 
before the war, and aide de camp to 
Prince William of Wied, and is now 
a member of the Royal Air Forces, 
said he wrote the article which con- 
tained the alleged livel and which was 
based on a letter from Marie Corelli, 
the novelist.

He had 
seen Mrs, Keppel come back from 
Holland. 

Captain Spencer ultimately passed 
out of the Flying Corps as physically 
unfit, Under croses-examination he 
said he had never been in the secret 
service. He was born In America and 
had never been naturalized in Eng- 
land. 

Made Report to General Staff 

Under cross-examination after start- 
ling testimony for the defense in the 
trial of Noel Pemberton Biling, on 
the charge of libelling Maude Allan, 
dancer, and J. T. Grein, manager of 
the Independent theatre, Capt. Harold 
Sherwin Spencer declared today that 
in May, 1917, he had made his report 
to the chief of the British general staff 
in writing:

Captain Spencer added that the am- 
bassador’s name was also on the list 
prepared by German secret agents of 
47,000 British men and women. 

Mrs. Stewart, under examination by 
Mr. Pemberton-Billing, aald the book 
which she had seen, but which was 
not proGuced, contained the names of 
ex-Premier Asquith, Viscount Hal- 
dane, former secretary of war, and 
Mr. Justice Derling, who ts trying the 
case against the member of pariia- 
ment. Another witness, Captain Har- 
old Spencer, said he wae shown the 
book by Prince William of Wied in 
Albanid&. He eaid he did not remem- 
ber seeing Mr. Asquith’s name in it) 
but ne declared the names of Mrs.
